Staff  members  of  Air  University  Library  index  all  of  the 
periodicals  with  the  exception  of  six  titles  which  are  indexed  by  other  Air  Force ,  Army,  and 
Navy  libraries.  Air  University  Library  Index  to  Military  Periodicals  serves  primarily  me 
educational  and  research  programs  of  Air  University.  The  Index  is  available  to  other 
libraries  upon  request.
